tion against the beef trust in the fed­ 
eral court at Chicago. On July 5th, 
1911, the packers after having ob­ 
tained forty-two delays and postpone­ 
ments in the intervening nine years, 
again pleaded not guilty, and .for the 
forty-third time their trial was post­ 
poned, this time until November 20th 
of this year. 
The status of the beef trust prose­ 
cution, therefore, is exactly where it 
was the day the first papers were fil­ 
ed nearly a decade ago. The much- 
heralded prosecution of this gigantic 
trust—a prosecution which has been 
directed bv one republican attorney 
general after another has amounted 
to nothing. 
Every man, woman and child iii the 
country is convinced that the trust 
operates in violation of the law, both 
statute and moral, and yet nothing 
has been accomplished in the alleged 
campaign to stop these violations ex­ 
cept the disbursement of thousands 
ot dollars in fees for special “trust 
busting'' attorneys. 
“Big Stick” in New Role. 
What the people of Arizona really 
have to do to obtain statehood, is a 
story that the American people have 
never fully heard. Information has 
gone out over the wires from Wash­ 
ington that President Taft will per­ 
mit Arizona to enter the union by 
simply striking the “recall of the ju­ 
diciary” provision from its consti­ 
tution.

The president has said to the peo­ 
ple of Arizona, in effect: “No matter 
whether the majority believe that the 
recall of judges is wise or not; un­ 
less that majority goes to the polls 
and pretends that it is against the 
recall, I will -deprive the people of 
Arizona of statehood. Yes, I will de­ 
prive the people of Arizona of state­ 
hood whether they are entitled to it

Denver, Colo., Sept. 14.—An indi­ 
cation of the ideas of the advocates 
of state conventions of the public 
domain of the West is contained in a 
declaration of principles proposed 
here today, which will 
probably 
be 
presented for the consideration of the 
'Public I.«ands convention to be held 
in Denver, September 28 to October 3 
inclusive. 
Beginning with the assertion that 
the Western states are capable of 
managing their own affairs, the dec­ 
laration says that ‘‘if conceded ‘we 
are capable of self-government, then 
we demand a recognition of the tra­ 
ditional principle that the federal 
government holds the public domain 
in trust only for its proper disposal 
to the individual or to the state.” 
A protest is made against the West 
em states paying tribute to the fed­ 
eral treasury by a tax upon the nat­ 
ural resources; and to the contention 
that the only practical means of con­ 
trol of these natural resources, other 
than farming lands, is through fed­ 
eral ownership, the answer is made 
that, ‘‘we point to some simple means 
or methods for their equitable dis­ 
posal OI* 
whereby 
proper 
control 
would forever be vested in the states 
as follows: 
‘‘That all mineral lands or miner­ 
al rights .and all water power rights 
he entailed by the right of state reg­ 
ulation. In the case of forest lands, 
that those most valuable for stream 
flow protection, or as resort, or rec­ 
reation resources, be absolutely pre­ 
served :and that those with forest 
growth valuable only for timber, be 
subject to conidtioned stumpage sales 
the care, administration and emolu­ 
ments to be with the state; and those 
most valuable for farming to be de- 
i forested by »ihe government 
to 
he 
turned over to the settler. 
“With 
the 
exception 
of 
these 
changes the government should re­ 
turn to its long-time policy of liber­ 
al disposal to encourage home-build­ 
ing, use and development.”
